Dear Mr. Chairman: 

Pursuant to Section A, Part II, Regulations and Accounting 
Procedures for Allowances and Expenses of Committees, Members and 
Employees of the U.S. House of Representatives, I submit herewith 
a request for a hearing on H. Res. 1276 , introduced on July 18, 1978, 
to provide for the further expenses of investigations and studies to 
be conducted by the Select Committee on Assassinations for the 2nd 
Session, 95th Congress. 

H. Res. 1276 , introduced in accordance with Rule XI, Clause 5, 
of the Rules of the House of Representatives would provide "supplemental 
expense" authority in the amount of $790,000 for expenses of the 
Committee for the period January 3, 1978 to January 3, 1979. 

The legislative mandate of the Select Committee primarily directs 
the Select Committee to conduct a full and complete investigation and 
study of the circumstances surrounding the assassination and death of 
President John F. Kennedy and the assassination and death of Martin 
Luther King, Junior. 

The funds provided the Committee under its "primary expense" 
authority, H.Res.. 956, will last no longer than the latter part of 
September, 1978. Subsequent to this time, the Committee must still 
finish the investigations , conclude public hearings and write the final 
report, which is due under our Resolution by December 31, 1978. 
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Consequently, supplemental funding is necessary to insure that 
the Committee will be able to conclude the investigations in a complete 
and satisfactory manner and thus fulfill its legislative mandate. 
Accordingly, we submit for your consideration the Committee's "supplemental 
expense" request in the amount of $790,000 and supporting documents in 
justification thereof. 
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
